Something of the significance and immensity of the loss of 
foreign trade the United States has suffered during the past 
few vears is forcefully brought out by the fact that if we had 
eontinued to sell to foreign buyers in 1934, 1935 and 1936 as 
we did in 1929 the amount sufficient to pay 
the federal relief bill. 

The figures show that in 1934 exports from the United States 
took a slump of $3,331,688,000 from the figure of 1929 
during the same time Uncle Sam was digging up #:
